THINKS BUSINESS

But in Last Three Weeks 
He Believes Public Lack 
of Confidence Has Caused 

* Setback.

- WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16. 
—It is the idea of the President 
in his recommendation of a five-' 
dhy week in the Federal service, 
as an economy measure, that in- 
dustry evéntually will stabilize it- 
self on thé five-day basis. The 
President believes. that the Gov- 
ernment should set an example in 
this direction. 

Under the administration econ- 
omy plan, now under considera- 
tion by the House Economy Com- 
mittee, there would be"a system 
of “staggered furloughs” without 
pay, the net effect of which, it was 
explained today, would be to es- 
tablish total working hours rough- 
ly equivalent to the hours that 
would be worked under the five- 
day week. 

Adoption of the plan, it was es- 
timated, would not only obviate 
the necessity of discharging any 
ederal workers but would require 
the addition of about 30,000. Nev- 
ertheless, there would be a wage 
saving of about $75,000,000. 

Industry is now, according to the 
source from which the above fig- 
ures were obtained, on a work 
basis of 2 to 4 days.a week. The 
unemployment slack will be taken 
up when business recovery puts 
the nation on the five-day week. 
This is the goal toward which the 
administration is working. 

Hope Signs Visible. 

Mr. Hoover's advisers have told 
him, and he is said to be con- 
vinced, that hopeful signs are on 
the horizon. A change in the at- 
titude of the public toward ‘our 
economic troubles is seen as th 
great need. Up to the middle of 
February, confidence was being re- 
established, but in the last three 
weeks, owing to a number of fac- 
fors, there has been a. distinct set- 
back. | 

This setback, it is held, has not 
been in the economic situation it- 
self but in public confidence. The 
apprehensions which have been 
troubling the people are declared 
to be unwarranted and exagger- 
ated. 

One of the disturbing factors 
has been the pending tax bill, with 
its sales taxes and tariffs. It is 
recognized that the tendency of all 
imposts on commodities is to slow 
up business activity. In the opinion 
of the administration, the tax bill 
should be got out of the way as 
s00n as possible, and the President 
believes that Congress shares this 
view and will act upon it. 

Again, there has been agitation 
for the full payment of the soldier 
bonus certificates. Mr. Hoover has 
been informed that a canvass of 
the Senate proves the impossibility 
of enactment of the bonus bill into 
law. Those who are close to him 
see no ground for any public alarm 
on this score. 

The Banking Situation. 

There has been alarm over the 
banking situation. That there is 
no ground for this, but, on the con- 
trary, reason for heightened confi- 
dence is said to be demonstrated 
by official figures on bank failures. 
A contrast is drawn between con- 
ditions in the nine weeks preced- 
ing the establishment of- the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
and the nine following weeks. 

In the former, period the net to- 
tal of banks closing their doors 
(the number of banks closed fess 
the number reopened) was 655. 
The nt deposits thus tied up 
amounted to $478,000,000. This 
meant that perhaps 1,200,000 per- 
sons were deprived of their imme- 
diate resources. 

In the nine weeks after the set- 
ting up of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation the bank mor- 
tality was only 77, with deposits of 
$25,000,000: Thus there has been 
@ 95 per cent reversal of the pre- 
vious trend. 

Banks Gain $250,000,000. 
ie In the nine weeks prior te the 
anti-hoardigg campaign $400,000,- 
000 was withdrawn from the banks. 
In the nine subsequent weeks the 
“banks gained $250,000,000 in re- 
turned currency.

SIX KILLED IN FIRE 
IN NEW YORK TENEMENT 


Four Children Among Victims 
——Painter Who Used Base- 
ment as Storeroom Held. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 16.—Fire in 
a Bronx tenement in which many 
families slept killed two adults and 
four children today. It was the 
second tragic tenement fire of the 
week. A mother and five children 
dicd when fire trapped them in 
their fifth floor quarters Wednes- 
day evening. 

Those burned to death today 
were Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Dome 
bril, thtéir 12-year-old twin sons, 
Jacob and Joseph; Edith Wein- 
stéin, 7, and Philip Weinstein, 10. 

The Dombrils were fighting to 
escape when death overtook them. 
Their bodies were found in the 
third floor hallway of the four- 
atory structure. Three other chil- 
dren in the family escaped without 
injury. 


- The two Weinstein children were 


trapped in their apartment after 
their father,’ Benjamin Weinstein, 
had led his wife and two other 
children to safety through smoke- 
choked. halls, Rescued by fire- 
man and by patrolman who suf- 
fered severe burns in dragging 
them out, the little girl and boy 
succumbed several hours later in a 
hospital. 

Benjamin Siegel, a painter, who 
lived next door to the burned ten- 
ement house, was arrested on a 
charge of homicide after detectives 
and an assistant Fire Marshal con- 
ducted an investigation. —Police 
raid they learned that Siegel had 
been permitted to store ropes and 
tackle of his trade in the ground 
floor locker of the burned building, 
and it was believed that spontane- 
ous combustion among oily rags 
in Sievel’s locker caused the fire. 

A man was injured leaping from 
an upper window. Firemen formed 
human chains to rescue several 
women, A policeman lost almost 
all the skin from his arms in car- 
rying out one of the Weinstein 
children.

Duffie of Alabama. | 

The furlough plan would be 
mandatory for all employes ex- 
cept rural mail carriers, the en- 
listed forces of the military serv-~ 
ices, all civil employes receiving 
$1200 a year or less, and special 
cases where a suitable substitute 
cannot be provided. 

Another departure was inclusion 
in the program a bill to give the 
President power to consolidate and 
abolish. Government bureaus, a 
procedure opposed by the Demo- 
cratic leaders, and to abolish un- 
needed naval land st.tions. 

Proposed Merge: s. 

Budget Director Ropp today told 
the House Committee that Mr. 
Hoover wanted authority to make 
a thorough reorganization. The 
consolidations tu be carried out at 
once, under his program, affect 
public works, public health, per- 
sonnel administration, merchant 
marine, conservation, educational 
activities and the Mexican boun- 
dary and water commissions. The 
consolidations would be subject to 
a 60-day veto by Congress. Should 
Congress not take action within 60 
days, the changes would stand. 

The committee voted four to 
three to report legislation to con- 
solidate the War and Navy De- 
partmcnts/ a slan opposed by the 
administration.

Provisions As to Veterans. 

In discussing proposed amend- 
ments to the World War veterans 
and pension acts which are estimat- 
ed to save approximately $80,000,- 
000, Roop said they provide that 
no person having an income of 
$1500 (if single) and $3600 (if 
married) plus $400 additional for 
each dependent, shall be entitled to 
any pay allowance or pension or 
free hospitalization except those 
suffering from combat disability.

Sir Josiah Stamp Discusses Smith

Byrd, at the Jefferson day dinner 
of Democrats, proposed a constitu- 
tional amendment which would 
permit Congress, by two-thirds 
vote, to place the eighteenth 
amendment before the people at a 
popular election, each State to vote 
as a unit, with three-fourths of the 
states necessary to make a change. 
Prefers Direct Vote. 
“Speaking only for. myself, I 
find myself in substantial agree- 
ent with Gov. Byrd inythe basal 
f@atures of his statement,” Cannon 
toid the Virginia Anti-Saloon 
League in . ‘nvention here. 
“I agree with him in his declared 
opposition to any referendum not 
conducted under the law of the 
land.

The text of Gov. Byrd’s proposal] 
at the Jefferson day dinner follows: 

“The Democratic platform should 
declare for the enforcement of all 
laws, but an immediate task of the 
| Democratic party is to work out 
the most fair and feasible method 
to carry the prohibition question 
to the people. ; 

“Tf the eighteenth amendment; or 
a modification, is sustained by such 
referendum, a clear mandate will 
result to enforce the prohibition 
ldwe. I am opposed to any refer- 
endum unless it be conducted un- 
der the law of the land. I do not 
favor any plan that will permit the 
people of a particular state to vote 
that state out of the control of the 
Constitution of the United States 
while other states remain under the 
Constitution. I stand, therefore, 
upon these beliefs: 

(A) “That prohibition is the law 
and should not be nullified by de- 
liberate failure to observe it, but

ufar vote by the people themselves. 

“No matter what plan is pro- 
posed, a constitutional amendment 
is necessary.

YEARENDED LAST UNE 


Decline of $229,245,000 Re- 
ported License Collector by 
Merchants and Manufacturers.

Sales of merchants and manufac- 
turers in St. Louis for the 12-month 
period ending last June 1, as re- 
ported to the License Collector, 
were $229,245,080 less than in thé 
preceding 12-month period. This 
was a decrease of 21 per cent. 
stécks on hand last June 1, mer- 
chants and manufacturers together 
reported, were valued at $98,893,- 
900, compared with $116,811,100 a 
year previously. This was a de- 
crease of 15 per cent, doubtless due 
to lower prices as well as smaller 
inventories. 

Merchants reported sales for the 
12-month period ending June 1 of 
$456,497,000, compared with $546,- 
371,000 in the preceding 12-month 
period. They gave their stocks on 
hand on last June 1 as $45,407,400, 
compared with $54,702,300 on June 
1, 1930. 

Manufacturers quoted their sales 
for the 12-month period ending 
June 1 at $444,892,000, compared 
with $593,263,000 in the preceding 
12-month period. Their stocks on 
hand on last June 1 were valucd 
at $53,486,500, as against $62,108,- 
800 on June 1, 1930. 

In the city’s fiscal year, which 
ended last Monday, the combined 
taxes on sales and stocks on hand 
of merchants and manufacturers 
were $2,175.428.14. a decrease of 
$456,917.09 from the fiscal year of 
1930-31. ; 

“The merchants’ portion of the 
taxes was $1,050,354,0S in the last 
fiscal year, compared with $1,249,- 
302.26 in the preceding fiscal year.

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BEER TAX PARADES 
PROPOSED BY WALKER 


New York Mayor Urges Big 
Demonstration Throughout 
Nation May 14. | 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 16.—Mayor 


James J. Walker hopes for gigantic 
beer parades all over the nation 


May 14 in an attempt to influence 
Congress to legalize beer arid puta 
tax on it. 

The Mayor announced last night 
he was seeking the co-operation of 
Mayors of all large cities, the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the American Legion in his plan. 

‘He made the proposal so “50,- 
000,000 people may simultaneously 
impress on the Senate and House of 
Representatives not only the impor- 
tance but the magnitude of the de- 
mand for beer for taxation.” 

He said he was calling on leaders 
here. to join him in a demonstra- 
tion that “will eclipse the great 
‘sound money’ parade of the Bryan- 
McKinley campaign, the armistice 
celebration and the Lindbergh re- 
ception.” 

By legalizing beer and taxing it, 
the Mayor said, Congress would 
make unnecessary the unpopular 
tax bills now before Congress and 
would improve economic conditions. 

“Fully 50,000,000 people in this 
country,” said his statement, ‘and 
pfactigally all the people in the 
cities, Would welcome one form of 
taxation—a tax on beer. 

“Beer for taxation would be the 
only popular form of tax that could 
be imposed on the people of this 
country at the present time. It 
would not affect those who do not 
consume beer, and it would be glad- 
ly welcomed by most of the people 
who drink or want to brink beer. 

“Instead of getting a green or 
artificially fortified product in a 
furtive and illegal manner, as they 
do now, they would be able to get 
a pure, healthful product in a legal 
way and at less: price than they 
now’ pay for’a dangerous substi- 
tute. 

“IT am reliably informed that the 
Government would receive a reve- 
nue of approximately $500,000,000 
a year from a tax on »>eer. 

“In addition it would start a new 
industry and hundreds of thousands 
of men would be put to work. 
Beer for taxation would stimulate 
all activities-and give the country 
something to:be cheerful about and 
with. It would end the grip of the 
gangsters. 

“lt is within the power of Con- 
gress now in session to modify the 
Volstead act to the extent of legal- 
izing the manufacture and traffic 
in beer. I am convinced that the 
people of all parties are in favor 
of this, and partisan politics must 
be entirely eliminated from this 
effort. 1 

“I am organizing a public parade 
and demonstration in the City of 
New York on Saturday, May 14, 
and Iam respectfully calling on the 
Mayors of all large cities in the 
United States to set aside May 14 
for the same purpose, to the. end 
that the greatest demonstration in 
the history of the world will take 
place, simultaneously, on that day.”

I refer 
to the commercial bank, which, through 
its “affiliate,” has got into the brokerage 
business and, like the member firm of 
the Stock Exchange, has advised its cus- 
tomers about jnvestments, its advice 
ordinarily being colored by the urge 
of profit rather than the customer's wel: 
fare. The commercial bank must put its 


object to referring the decision of a public issue to 
the people, but the extreme prohibitionigts do, so that 
the resolution tests the sentiment of both extreme 
drys and extreme wets, whether the former will ac- 
cept it and the latter will be placated by it.

City neglects the picturesque architectural relics of its earlier day; many notable 
old homes still stand, some now in squalid surroundings and used for commercial 
purposes; a few parts of St. Louis, such as Lafayette and Hyde Park neighborhoods, 
retain ancient charm; these should be preserved for posterity as civic resources. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

SUGGEST a little wider local antiquari- 
| anism and consideration of the pic- 

tureaque old parts of our city. I submit 
it as a distinctive municipal resource and 
an aspect of the city, mostly negleeted ex- 
cept by individual artists (encouraged now 
and then by the Post-Dispatch black-and- 
white competitions). Just now it's werth 
looking at the things that lie close at hand 
and are easilly.and inexpensively enjoyed. 

The journalistic observers miss this mellow 
flavor of the town-—as Nina Putnam Wilcox, 
who tried to say some nice things about us 
a few weéks ago in the Saturday\Evening 
Post. Usually they stress our su tial 
look. ‘ 

Perhaps it is time to look around the old 
town as such. Americans generally have 
become preoccupied with our origins of late. 
Witness the popularity of Currier and Ives 
prints, hooked rugs, early American furni- 
ture, books of folk lere about the Seuth- 
west and the Ozarks. 

To be a jittle specific: the old Courthouse, 
the Old Cathedral Dent house at Fourth 
and Cerre; where Gen. Grant was married: 
a tablet at First and Walnut marking the 
site of the ‘heme of the former Governor 
of Louisiana, are some of our stock antiqui- 
ties, They are a key te other regions of 
the town less outstanding. but interesting 
and still to be seen.

Later it 
was transferred t6 an old wooden 
box that & Malay trader had left 
behind. 

Méaiwhile, the women of the 
camp were making & @reat to-do.

For weeks the Sakais waited for

The first thing I did when f got 
back to Singapore with my record- 
bréaking kitig Gobra wWAs to order of 
Hin Mong & fine teakWood bex with 
a heavy plate-glasstop sliding in a 
groove. Wen Hin Mong delivered 
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the new bok we prepared to trans-. 


fer the snake by plaeing the ola 
box 6ver the hew and kn6eking the 
decaying bottom out of the old. 
‘Ahie snake would drop threugh and 
With one quick slide of thé plate- 
#iass top I would finish the job 
of iftstalling him in his new and 
more comfortable home, 

I didn't have Ali with ,.me that 
day. But I had two Chinése boys 
and two Malay boys working with 
me in the compound, which gave 
meé more help than I needed for 
the simple task to be done. The 
scene of ovr operations Was a nipa- 
thatched shed in fiy compound, ih- 
closéd on threé sides, 6pen in front 
and partly filled with empty tiger 
cages and other boxés stacked t6 
the roof. 

I sént one of the Chinesé boys 
for the old box. With the rear 
wall of the shed at my back, I was 
standing bésidé the hew box which 
was in readiness for its tenant. As 
the boy approached he stumbled 
ovér some object 6n the ground, 
jarring the box sufficiently to 
eausée the rotten bétéom to fall out.

One of the Malay 
boys, developing a@ &peed that was 
little short of mifacul6us in o6ne 
86 lazy, got to the top of the 
Stacked-up tiger cages in record 
time. If hé had been pursued by 
a whole army of demons he could 
not have got there more quickly. 

I’m not eriticising the boys for 
runhing. I was debating whether 
to 46 thé Samé thine myself.

I hesitated long enough to give 
the snake a chance to right itself. 
It réareéd its head threé feét and 
spread its greenish brown hood. 
Then it saw me. iInstinetively I 
jumped backward. ' 

I was trapped. I sufféred 
more from plain ordinary fright at 
that moment—and I'm not 
ashamed to admit it—than at any 
time in all my long career ‘of 
adventure.

1 bafked out some ordérs. The 
gist of them was that the boy was 
to slide his hand under my 
chest and wad the coat 
arouhd the. head, With my 
weight pressing down on it, the 
snake Was unable to strike.
